WASHINGTON — The Senate Thurs: 
day passed a bill designed to protect worn-, 
cn seeking abortions and the doctors and 
nurses who administer them from taunts, 
threats and violence outside clinics. - 

There were signs, however, that some of 
the most radical anti-abortion protesters 
would not be deterred. 

.The vote of 69-20 sent the bill to Presi- 
dent Clinton, who is expected to sign it into 
law. 

“It is long post the time to end the mas- 
sive wave of violence, intimidation and hq- . 
rossment directed at clinic patients and per- 
sonnel,” said Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Moss., the author ofthc bill. 

The bill would make it a federal crime to 
use force, threats, physical obstruction, or 
dcsmiction of property to hinder abortions. 

Protesters found HuiltV of violent offens- 
es like assault could get a year in prison 
and be fined up to 5100,000 for the first of- 
fense, and up to thrce.years in prison and a 
fine up to 5250,000 for subsequent offens- 
es. 

Those convicted of non-violent ofTenscs, 
could get up to six months in prison and a 
fine up to 5 1 0,000 for the first offense, and 
up to IS-monihs in prison and a flne up to 
525,000 for subsequent offenses. 

The legislation was prompted by on esca- 
lating trend of violence against abortion 
providers and clinics in post yeors. Oyer 
the past 10 years, there have been more 
than ],000 acts of violence directed at 
-obortion clinics, their stafTs, or their pa-

His hesitation left a qucstion*rnark over Brpee

The longer Clinton wilts, some ndministrotion 
officials suggested, the more likely he is to turn to 
one of two other finalists: Arkansas judge Richard 
Arnold, a close friend, or Bostbn jurist Stephen 
Breyct, probabl y the saf est be t for an ea s y confir- 
mation. — ..

months; He said that its adoption 
will redeem his "pledge in its entire- 
ty. 

"It is imperative that we not let

House votes 420-0 
to update nanny tax 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House voted Thursday to simplify 
Social Security lax laws that have 
turned thousands of household 
employers into tax cheats and deprived 
many housekeepers of their retirement 
benefits. 

By a vote of 420-0, the House 
agreed to update the “nanny tax” made 
famous by Zoc Baird, whose failure to 
pay Social Security for her domestic 
help cost hcr.thc.chanccjq. become 
President Qinton’s attorney general. 

The bill also bans Social Security 
•payments to the criminally insane who 
arc in a mental institution, and infu.ses 
Social Security’s disability insurance 
trust fund with enough cash to keep it 
from going broke next year. 

TIjc Senate Finance. Committee has 
approved a similar version, which has 
not yet been considered by the full 
Senate. , 

Enacted in 1950, the nanny lax has 
never been updated. It rcquih» house- 
' hold employers to pay Social Security 
and Medicare taxes on domestic work- 
ers who earn more than S50 in a quar- 
ter, or $200 a year, including the occa- 
sional teen-age baby sitter or yard 
worker. 

“Congress never intended to make 
'lax cheats out of law-abiding house- 
holds who 'occrasibnally hire a teen- 
ager to baby sit their children,” Rcp^. 
Jim Bunning, R-Ky., during Tucsdby.’s 
—debate on thc bilL-Thc-Volc-was post--

Three-quarters of the nation’s 
household employers ignore the law. 
Baird, a corporate attorney, and several 
other candidates for top jobs in the 
Clinton administration have been 
embarrassed by revelations that they 
had failed to pay Social Securiiy for 
their domestic help. 

There arc many more losers, how- 
ever, among the domestic workers 
who will not ha ve Social Sccurity_ 
benefits when they retire bccausc- 
Ihcir bosses failed to. pay taxes on 
their earnings. 

Under Thursday’s legislation, the 
annual threshold would be raised to 
$1,250 in 1995 and indexed to infla- 
tion in future years. Employers would 
be allowed to file those taxes once a 
year, instead of quarterly. 

But under the higher threshold in the 
House bill, thousands of domestic 
workers would actually lose Social 
Security benefits, according to the . 
agency’s actuary. 

Fewer would lose coverage under 
the Senate Finance Commillcc’s ver- 
sion of the legislation, which would set 
the threshold at $630 in 1995. 

In a separate provision of the House 
bill, the legislation reallocates a small 
percentage of the Social Security pay- 
roll tax from the retirement trust fund . 
• to the disability insurance trust fund to 
keep it from running out of money 
-next year. — —

Initiative: Cut benefits 
to illegal immigrants

' Sponsors of a California initiative 
aimed at denying undocumented 
immigrants public services say 
they’ve gathered a half-million sig- 
natures to date. 

That number would surpass the 

384,000 signatures needed to place 
the measure on the state ballot in 
November. Organizers say they will 
turn' in their petitions this week so 
county registrars ncross*Califomia 
can begin confirming the signatures 
by the June 30 qualifying deadline. 

As 'elated as organizers were this 
week, they admitted the four-month 
campaign had been far more prob- 
lematic than they anticipated. 

“It’s been a day-to-day grind by 
our people in rounding this up,” said 
Harold Ezell, the former western 
region commissioner for the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. “And if I had known it 
would have been so difficult raising 
money, I would have thought twice 
about entering this thing.” 

Still, the initiative’s placement on 
the state ballbi is only one hurdle on 
the way toward a vote. Its creators 
-can expect a barrage of opposition 
from immigrants-rights groups such 
as the newly formed Orange County 
(Calif.) Alliance for' Immigrants 
■Rights and others across California. 

Ezell co-sponsored the initiative. 


dubbed the Save Our Stales proposal 
by its supporters, with Alan Nelson, 
who was INS commissioner under 
President Reagan. The measure 
seeks to cut off all public funds for 
undocumented immigrants, includ- 
ing health care, education and social 
services. 

■ Ron Prince, SOS campaign com- 
mittee chairman, said the emotion 
surrounding the subject has aided the 
signature-gathering effort, offsetting 
a-laclc-of-traincd-signalure gathcrers- 
arid early limited resources that 
might have crippled the movement. 

The drive started Jan. 10 with a

At issue is'an Agriculture 
Department regulation that 
requires seniors and the disabled 
to document out-of-pocket med- 
ical expenses once a month in 
order to qualify for an average 
of $30 a month in additional 
food stamp benefits. 

Seniors and disabled persons 
who claim the medical deduc- 
'lion are.liientty bringing shoe 
boxes full of receipts into their 
local welfare offices every 
month torcornply with the law, 
according to the Food Research - 
and Action Center, on advocacy 
group. 

But the. great majority of 
=^eldcrly-and.disablcd food stamp. , 
recipients arc so overwhelmed 
-by the monthly requirements 
that they simply forgo the 
deduction, losing benefits they - 
are entitled to receive, the law- 
“^ulrsaW: 

Congress voted to fix the 
problem in 1988 and again 
m 1990, but the department 
has refused to implement 
the law, according to the 
suit.: 

The class-action complaint ' 
was filed by Legal Services 
attorneys, the Food Research 
and Action Center and the 
National Senior Citizens Law - 
Center. 

Eleven million fainilies, 
or 27 million people, 
receive food stamps. Of the 
1.5 million elderly house- 
holds receiving stamps in 
1991, 202,000 claimed the 
medical deduction, and of 
the 848,000 disabled house- 
holds .in the. program, 

16,000 claimed it. 

Department policies,, the 
groups argue, put the elderly 
and disabled at nutritional, risk. 
BccausiTof thepaperwork" bur-‘" 
. den, some seniors and disabled 
persons may be unable to claim 
the deduction on a regular basis, 
while fluctuations in their med- 
ical expenses can make their 
food stomp allotment rise or fall 
from month to month, putting ' 
their budget — and their diet — 
into turmoil. 

As a result, some seniors 
have had to spend their limited 
incomes on medicine instead of

advocacy group said. 

The average monthly food . 
stamp benefit for an elderly 
household is $62. By claim- 
ing the medical deduction, .

Man develops device that boosts car mileage 


HAMER (AP) — A college 
dropout apparently has invented on 
automobile fuel-control system that 
allows him to get up to 88 miles per 
gallon while averaging 7S.mph in 
his modified 1993 Mon^ Ciric. 

Sonat Ward, 52, of Hamer, said 
the car also emits significantly fewer 
pollutants than conventional gaso- 
line-powered vehicles. 

“Nobody believes iL" said Ward, 
who- has bcen tinkering with cars- 
since he was a child. “I don’t believe 
it myself, but it works.” 

After .months of getting. the 
bureaucratic cold shoulder, federal 
officia ls have started pay ing atten- 


tion to Ward's friel-efficient car. He 
hopes to fit 100 cars with his “accu- 
rate injection" device for research. 

And the Environmental Protection 
Agenn has suggested Ward take h!s 
vehicle to the California Air 
Resources Board 10 see if It com- 
plies with the nation's toughest auto 
emission standards. ' 

Ward said he believes his fuel- 
control system could ^be used in cars 
worldwide-if-it passes inspection in 
California. 

“I-fccl it will," the University of 
Idaho dropout said. “I personally 
think it Is the cleanest car on the 
road." 


-Ward describes his system as a 
pendulum wired to the engine’s 
computer and fuel injection system, 
adjusting fuel use for acceleration, 
weather and road conditions. 
Besides saving fuel and reducing 
emissions; he said the device 
increases safety and reduces tire and 
engine wear. 

“It’s like my wife says, the car has 
a mind of its own," Ward said. 

He has appUedfor a patent 

Only vehicles with multi-port fuel 
injection systems can be fitted with 
the device. Installation .costs $200 
for a four-cylinder car and $225 for 
a six- or 6ight-cy Under. 


Accurate injection already has 
been installed on 16 vehicles, and 
Ward said he has more than 50. 
people on a waiting list. He said . 
fuel economy in the modified ' 
vehicles is' improved at least 30 
percent.,

Cassia officials pledge help to ranchers 
whoJose^grazi ng n ghls i n^rildhfe-Eefiike

Bl^RLEY - Cassia County com- 
missioners vowed Monday to help 
three local rahehets fight the loss of 
their grazing permits on the 
.Minidoka National Wildlife Refuge. 
— The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service’s May -.2 decision to ban 
grazing on the refuge after this 
year’s gnuing season was part of the 
October 1993 settlement of a lawsuit 
brought by the National Audubon 
Society. 77 - 

Commissioner John Adams said 
the move Is One more step toward 
• edging ranchers out of business, and 
it will hurt the local economy. 

"We feel it’s just another ploy by 
thc'^esent administration to run cat- 
tlemen off the range,” Adams said. 


- “We’d be breaking the law” If the 
,agency..wcnt.again5Uhc.scltlcment,. 
said Terry Gladwin of Fish and 
Wildlife. "The bottom line is there’s 
no reason to have grazing on the 
refuge.” ' 

’/The refuge, which covers 20,721 
acres at the Minidoka Dam, is home 
to 28 species of waterfowl.“About 
100.000 ducks and geese flock to 
Lake Walcott during spring and fall 
migrations. 

Grazing is being banned on about 
420 refuges across the nation as a 
result of-a successful legal challenge 
by the National Audubon Society 
and olher environmental groups. 

The Interior Department and Fish 
and Wildlife agreed that unless graz- 
ing and other activities arc deemed 
“compatible” with wildlife, they 
shouldn’t be allowed, said Gladwin, 


the acting project leader for the 
_ SQUthca.<)t.Idahp. Refuge ,Complc3C_in_ 
Pocatello. 

Cows trample and eat the natural 
habitat that allows ducks and other 
birds to nest and hide from -preda- 
tors, Gladwin said. The livestock 
destroy marshes along the shoreline. 
Seedling willows and cottonwood 
trees don’t get the chance to grow, 
he said. ^ - 

But when the commissioners 
received the agency’s May 6 letter, 
they called Pete Matthews, a Cassia 
County cattleman with a.pcrmit .to 
graze on the refuge. They told him 
about the agency’s decision, and 
promised to help him in his appeal. . 

Commissioners probably will 
write a letter to the agency, protesl- 
it)g the agency’s decision, Adams 
said.

Hanford downwinders 
lash out at stucUes ’ length 


- SPOKANE (AP) — Scientists 
explaining Hanford nuclear reser- 
vation Cold War radiation releas- 
es were taken aback by the anger 
expressed by people who may 
have been exposed to potentially 
•harmful levels. 

Dozens of people condemned 
the government for exposing 
them to routine accidental and' 
intentional releases of radiation 
from Hanford plants in the 
1940’s and 1950s. 

The scientists were in Spokane 
on Tuesday and Wednesday for 
the first of nine regional meetings 
to explain the results o*f the' 
Hanford Environmental Dose 
Reconstruction Study, a seven- 
year, $26‘million effort to esti- 
mate radiation doses to the public 
from Hanford's operations. 

"By the time you are done with 
your studies, we’ll all be dead,” 
Laverne Kaulz of Ritzville told 
the scientistsiiluting a meeting 
'Tuesday. 

“Your group is not prepared to 
deal with the anger in this room," 

. sold Jerry Anderson, whose wife 
had major surgery for thyroid 
cancer. 

The confroniatioritti mood sur- 
prised the scientists, 'who directed 
the study for the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control. 


“I didn’t cxpccLtbis level of 
anger. Wc perhaps didn’t handle 
this well,” said Dr. Genevieve 
Rocssler, a radiation dose expert.

Kmc Poole, Sierra Oub attorney in 
Seattle, said the groups want the min- 
ing company to obrain a clean water 
discharge permit from the federal 
Envirunmcntal Protection Agency. The 


conservation groups also want the 
mine to consult with the National 
Marine Fisheries Service before pro- 
ceeding with a planned expansion of 
mining activities.

Other one-hit wonders aren't al- 
ways particularly talented or origi- 
nal, but they have the lucky .combi- 
nation of a good song and the right 
timing for their moment in the 
spotli^t. 


One-hit wonders are fasdnaling 
bccausc.their success ts often spec- 
tacular.

To be fair, having only one hit 
bn’t necessarily an indication' of ^ 
artist’s worth.

• Cristy, 47, a historian, has been portraying Russell since 
1985. He is well-known in Russell's adopted home slate of 
Montana, where there ate still a handful of old-timers who 
remember the colorful artist-writer-slorylcller. Now Cristy 
lives in AJbuqucrc^ue, where he is working on a Ph.D. in 
history at the Universiiy'of New Mexico. He takes his 
show — in three veislons — on the road when he can. 

I liad^the. pleasure of “meeting” Mr. Russell about a 
month ago, when he told stories and reminisced from a 
stage at the Kansas Cowboy Heritage Celebration iit" 
Salina. 

For an hour, I sat enthralled as Cristy, portraying 
Charles M. Russell (1864-1926), retold hi^lighls of the 
life of the artist who left his home in St. Louis to experi- 
ence ihe life of a cowboy in the 188Ds. 

“Charlie" told the story of RmI Foot, a disfigured trap- 
per gave his views on marriage: described how his wife 
promoted his works in the salons of New York and San 
Francisco: and explained why he wore the long sash of the 
mixed-blood Canadian people instead of a bell. 

Cristy’s face is softer than Russell's, but he has captured 
the artist's body language and speech pattern. Ninety-five 
percent of the show is direct quotes from Russell’s short 
stories and illustrated letters. Slides of Russell illustrations, 
paintings and sculptures amplify the stories and add tex- 
ture to Ihe portrayal. 

Cristy told me in a phone call from-Albuquerque-lhis 
week that he has about eight hours of material memorized. 
He tailors Ihc shows to appeal to different audiences. On 
Indian reservations, he said, he-lalks more about buffalo - 
hunts than about Russell’s adventures selling his paintings 
-In-big cilies.- 


This summer, he said, he will' be back in Glacier 
National Park In Montana, portraying Charlie Russell on 
Sunday nights at Lake McDonald'Lodgc. “Russell lived in 
the pork,” he said. “He had a cabin 'on Ihe lake, and they 
built the park around it.”

Jerry Jeff Walker heads back to Luckenbach 


OAK HILL, Texas (AP)-— -Two- 
decades ago, Jerry Jeff Waller’s home 
remedy for a cold was brandy, and his 
recipe for recording “Sangria Wine” 
included-plenty of carousing. His 
made-in -Luckc nbach“Viva Terlingual”. 
album also waTdratiric^ for'gold.' 

Now, at age 52, he gets Ou shots and 
likes gigs combined with family trips. 
But he’s still got a fondness for the tiny 
Texas town that yielded his biggest 
record, returning there not long ago for 
the recently released followup, “Viva 
Luckenbachl”' 

"In the early days, I was into kind of 
exploring the boundaries doing 
things like recording In Luckenbach, 
winjpn’ it," said Walker, an Oneonta, 
N.Y., native who moved to Texas in 
1971. 

"If I had a late-night earouaing 
song, I made sure the band stayed 
late, we caroused, and then we

recorded it. 'Sangria Wine’ was 
done like that.” 

But at home in the green rolling 
cbunlryside”s”duthwcsl of Austin, 
where dogs trot out to greet visitors 
and a gray cat lounges by the pool.

His latest effort — album No. 24 — 
is slicker, with such offerings os paeans 
to Texas and Luckenbach, songs for 
his wife, son and a New Orleans street 
singer, the just-for-fun “Gonzo 
Compadres,” and the show-closing 
"Movin' On." 

It also contains Walker’s autobio- 
graphical "The Gift,” which recounts 
his troubles with the business side of 
music and his heavy drinking. 


The gift of music "saved my life,” 
Walker sing.s, telling of taking a year 
off, fasting, picking up the guitar his 
grandmother gave him for a 13lh birth- 
day. prc.scnt. and finding solace in the 
sound, his home and family. 

•Tm not an AA guy yet, but 1 try 
to watch what I do." Walker said, 
adding that his clcantf'd-up lifestyle 
has helped him sing belter and more 
consistent!^. 

“When I smoked and drank ... I ju-St 
Mcmed to be susceptible to colds" — 
which he treated with “a-bunch-of- 
brandy." 

Proiid he has pretty much made 
music on his own terms throughout hi.s 
career, even when with a major label, 
Walker shows some disdain for those 
he calls the “singing fools.”

tell them where to go and where to 
stand and what to do and where to be." 
he said. “You can be real sort of suc- 
cessful lo the world, and be a figurc- 
Jicad ... or you can be son of a mildly 
successful person that docs his own 
thing.”

Fast-forward to 1994: America, 
which hasn’t produced a studio album 
In a decade, walks onto a stage erected 
in a dreus-like tent in Bogota to play 
before a crowd of only several nun- 
d^.

Then, in the 1980s, America all 
. but vanished. Album sales fell off, 
the band hud trouble getting record 
contracts and began popping up at 
state fairs and other lesser venues. . 

Many rock fans who saw ads for 


America's appearances in Bogota — 
a wrapup of a South American tour 
that included siop.s in Peru, Ecuador 
and 'Argentina — were surprised to 
learn the group still existed. 

America's first studio album in 
nine years hits r'ecord stores this 
week. It’s called — somewhat 
appropriately — "Hourglass.” 

Band members played two of the 
new songs — laced with their trade- 
mark breezy acousiicM guitar and 
vo.cai harmonics with flashes of lend 
guitar — Ql-iheir South American 
concerts. — 

Bunnell appears a little wistful for 
the glory days, and feels, the rhusic 
press has written off America as a ' 
piece of nostalgia. He said he was ■ 
incensed when one writer recently 
compared America to the Monkccs. 

"America is not just a footnote In 
rock history," Bunnell said. "Wc arc 
a major brick in the wall.”

Dysfunctional family cinema gets 
a workout in “The Ref," a bizarrely 
funny comedy about a bickering 
couple who hold their kidnaper 
hostage with their endle^ spats. 

The referee of the title is unlucky 
' cat burglar Gus (Denis Leary), who 
bungles a job and makes his get- 
away by holding a gun to the heads 
of Caroline and Lloyd Chasseur 
(Judy Davis and Kevin Spacey). He 
demands the couple drive him to 
their nearby house so he can tic 
them up and plan his c'scape. 

Unfortunately, he picked the 
wrong couple. It's Christmas Eve, 
and the Chasseurs ore coming home 
from a particularly. vitnolic appoint- 
ment with a marriage counselor, 
where Lloyd complained about the 
lack of sex and Caroline recalled 
that when they did have it, “it wasn’t 
all that noteworthy.” Still fuming, 
the couple find that being kidnaped 
by a crazed gunman is the least of 
^ their worries. 

“I hijacked, my parents!” groans 
Gus as Caroline and Uoyd continue 
to snipe at each other even with a

gun pressed to the temples. 

When the three arrive at chez 
Chasseur, Caroline and Uoyd find 
fresh fault with one other as each 
tries to cope wilh the inconvcnicrice 
of being held hostage on a night 
when dinner guests are due. 

The arrival of the whole family, 
including CaroIine’s.hatcd mother- 
in-law (Glynis Johns), creates a far- 
cical situation’ where dinner pro- 
ceeds as usual — which is to say, 
with bolh barrels blazing' — while 
Gus, his gun hidden, poses as a mar- 
riage counselor on a house call. 

Standup comic Leary is certainly 
fine as the desperado, but.il is the 
brilliant teaming of Judy Davis and 
Kevin Spacey that sends this come- 
dy into the twilight zone of domestic 
disputes. 

Ever since her star turn in Woody 
Allen’s “Husbands and Wives,” as a 
newly single woman who tries dat- 
ing before her heart is in it, Davis 
has cornered the market on Method 
Neurosis. Whether helping her kid- 
naper iocate bungee cords so he can 
tie her up or explaining with a 


straight face why her guests must 
wear ridiculous candlelit wreaths on 
their heads ot dinner. Davis brings 
on edgy chaos to her scenes, like a 
dog that seems friendly just before it 
tears a hunk out of you. 

No less hilarious is Spacey, a fine 
stage actor C'Losl in Yonkers”) who 
has been shamefully_undcruscd in 
movies (although he w*as well show- 
cased as the office manager in 
“Glengarry Glen Ross”). Spacey 
overcomes his disconcertingly aver- 
age appearance with an impeccable 
sense of comic tiniihg. 

Director Ted Demme leaves his 
first feature, the hopeless rap film 
“Who’s the Man?” in the dust. “The 
Ref” is focused, funny, snappy, 
bracing and manages a message 
about love and Chrlstmas^.chcer.. 
without turning to treacle. Perhaps 
he was helped in.this endeavor by 
one of his Uncle Jonatnbiif S "Silence 
of the Lambs” producers, Ron 
Bozman; another one, Ed Saxon, has 
a bit part.

The notes released by 'the school 
Thursday indicated the dcpth.of Flori- 
da State’s concern after the school 
was first (old of tlic allegations by SI 
reporters.

a major problem with sports agents 
especially the unscrupulous agent be- 
cause there is so much money in- 
volved," Reed said.
